products to the consumer but which 
ha*e increased the quality. 
Forced or 
fictitious advance in prices inevitably 
promote sufficient competition to cre­ 
ate a reaction and restore equilibrium. 
The anthracic business is no excep­ 
tion. There have been within the rec­ 
ollection of 
the writer co less than 
three determined attra pts to form a 
coal trust, every one of which were 
attended with utter failure. The pres­ 
ent moment among the so called coal 
barons for the promotion of greater 
revenues, has not sufficiently devel­ 
oped to permit of a definite statement 
as to its oh'’-acier. 
However, It i* 
safe 
sq u ire that no policy will be 
adopted at this late day that will ic- 
vi e a recurrence of past failure?. 
Since 1894 the anthracite industry 
has felt the business depression in 
common with almost every other en­ 
terprise. 
In 
1895 the lowest prices 
ever received for coal were established. 
Many of the interests engaged In the 
business were threatened with bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Towards the last quarter of that 
year it became evident that to avert 
disaster 
certain 
remedial measures 
must be applied. The demoralization 
WB6 promoted largely by determina­ 
tion on the part of anne few produc­ 
ers to increase Heir outputs at the 
expense of competitors w ith^ut regard 
to price aud in total defiance of the 
law of supp’y and demand. 
The first 
step in a policy of reconstruction was 
naturally an understanding as to the 
per cent of coal which each interest 
should mice, compartd with the total. 
After a protracted series of meetings 
a basis was adopted and became oper­ 
ative Feb. I, 189b. 
During m at year 
tht re was a moderate and steady im­ 
provement in the business and an in­ 
crease on the average of thirty cents 
per ton in the prices derived from the 
said of the commercial sizes of coal.
